With respect to the references of Olesen et al.(US 6,063,260); JP 1 1 083 785 and Costa et 

al, none of these references teach or fairly suggest the electrode(s) and perfusion inlet and/or 

outlet integrated and/or molded with respect to a common support. 

With respect to the references of Albery et al. (US 5,462,645) and GB 2 297 383, while 

these references disclose a plurality of electrodes and perfusion inlet and outlet on a common 

support, the electrodes are not capable of impaling a cell because they are enclosed within a 

sealed housing and elimination of the disclosed housing would render the prior art device 

unsatisfactory for its intended purpose.
